The women of Rushv ille are to be 
congratulated 
on

completion of the campaign to locate 
a public play ground for child ren in 
Rushv ille. 
Nothing speaks better for 
a city than an activ e interest in the 
little folks who in the nex t genera­ 
tion will be the grown-ups of R ush­ 
ville and who will hav e the m anage­ 
ment of the city in their hand s. 
It 
is a healthy attitud e-—a sane a tti­ 
tud e— for the parents to giv e atten­ 
tion to the need s of their child ren’s 
amusement, 
rather 
than to “turn 
them loose” on tlie streets to roam 
where they will and cause all the 
trouble and confusion they can for 
thers. 


Rushv ille took a stand among the 
progressiv e cities of Ind iana— or of 
the United States for th at m atter— 
when it awakened to the need s of the 
child ren and the mothers and others 
hav ing some regard for the welfare 
of the child mad e possible the public 
play ground . 
The 
benefits 
of the 
play ground are too well known and 
too generally 
accepted 
to need a 
thorough d iscussion. 


There was some little hitch 
ov er 
the location of the play ground s, but 
that was v ery inconsequential and 
the installation of the equipment will 
g«* forward now with great rapid ity . 
There seems to be no suitable loca­ 
tion asid e from the city park. 
To 
place the play ground outsid e of the 
city limits would remov e all chance 
of the play ground receiv ing the a s ­ 
sistance of the 
school city . 
And 
support from this 
source m ust 
it 
hav e, or it will most likely fail be­ 
c a us e it can not he ex pected that the 
play ground could he operated for­ 
ev er by priv ate subscription. 
The main objection of some few 
persons opposed to the city park as 
the home of the play ground was htat 
no swimming pool could he located 
there. 
Although it 
is true 
that 
swimming pools are generally found 
with play ground s in larger cities, it 
I d oes not necessarily follow that a 
play ground without a swimming pool 
will fail here. 
The 
eases are not 
analogous. 
In many 
larger cities 
thousand s of child ren who arc old 
enough to use a swimming pool hav e 
not the 
natural 
ad v antages to be 
found here in Rushv ille. 
There are 
many swimming places within easy 
reach ot Rushv ille which bov s and 
girls whose parents d o not object 
and who are old 
enough may use. 
Hut the play ground 
i> ex pected 
to 
appeal as much if not 
more to the 
child which could not swim once it 
were in the water. 
The lack of a 
swimming pool in the Rushv ille play ­ 
ground will not hamper the institu­ 
tion in the least, it appears. 
It is announced that there is to be 
a wad ing pool, which will serv e to 
amuse the

child ren whose 
parents would not allow them on the 
play ground , ev en though superv ised , 
if there were a swimming pool there.
